In claim 1 , please delete "wherein the first and second parts can be pivoted about 
the hinge for coupling with the cover" and insert - wherein the first and second parts 
can be pivoted about the hinge portion for coupling with the cover — 

Claim 17 is cancelled. 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



No cited prior art anticipates or renders obvious a file comprising: a cover 
provided with a front cover portion, a back cover portion and a spine connecting the 
front and back cover portions, wherein at least the front cover portion and the back 
cover portion are provided with first and second lateral edges extending outwardly from 
the spine and a longitudinal edge connecting the lateral edges opposite the spine; and a 
closure element removably coupled with the cover, the closure element having a first 
part, a second part and a hinge portion of reduced thickness pivotably connecting the 
first part and the second part, wherein the closure element can be initially provided in a 
generally planar condition, and wherein the first and second parts can be pivoted about 
the hinge portion for coupling with the cover, wherein the first part is coupled with the 
first lateral edge of each of the front and back cover portions and the second part is 
coupled with the longitudinal edge of each of the front and back cover portions, such 
that the space enclosed by the front cover, back cover and the spine is at least partly 
covered by the closure element and the file with the closure element has a partly open 
or substantially closed box shape. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Rose, Jr. (US 4,793,633), Feldman (US 4,997,207), Dugmore et 
al. (US 5,897,141), and Sollom (US 1 ,726,684) disclose similar inventions however they 
do not disclose that the closure elements are provided with a hinge portion comprising a 
reduced thickness to enable the closure element to exist in a generally planar condition.
